BRUSSELS,  Via  London,  Aug-.  12. 
(2:66  a.  in. — The  newspapers  here  an- 
nounce that  an  aeroplane  flying  out 
A'amiir  wns  brought  down  by  the  fire  of 
the  forte,  and  that  two  officers  in  the 
machine,  uninjured  by  the  fall,  were 
taken  prisoners. 

Six  tboufland  German  troops,  it  is 
reported,  seized  the  station  at  Landen, 
west  of  Liege,  and  stopped  a  train  from 
Brussels,  They  permitted  the  passen- 
gers to  go,  but  destroyed  the  station, 
removed  the  rails  and  drove  out  twenty 


employees,     xne  passengers  were    com- 


pelled  to  return  on  foot  lo  Tlrlemont. 
According  to  fugitives  from  Landen,  the 
Germans  burned  many  villages,  .giving 
the  Inhabitants  of  the  places  half  an 
hour  for  flight.

Cavalry    Skirmish 

TIRLKMONT.  Belgium,  Aug.  12— 
Fighting  occurred  near  here  on  Tues- 
day between  German  and  Belgian  caval- 
ry. Seven  Belgians  were  killed  and  a 
few  wounded.  It  is  said  that  4,<>0l) 
i.Jvrmans  are  in  the  neighborhood  of  the 
town,  but  the  Belgians  seem  to  have, 
the  situation  In  hand,  and  the  town  is 
perfectly  calm.  At  5  o'clock  there  was 
no  sign  of  the  enemy  except  for  an  aero- 
plane which  flew  over  the  station.  The 
Belgians  fired  at  It.  but  without  ef- 
fect. 

Germans  Stapulaad 
PAWS,  Aug.  12,  12:1)0  a.  m.—  The 
French  troops  along  the  entire  frontier 
are  in  contact  with  the  Germans.  At 
-Mangenlessc,  northeast  of  Virdon,  the 
Germans  attacked  the  French  on  Mon- 
day evening.  The  French,  reinforced  by 
reserves,  then  took  the  offensive  and 
repulsed  the  Germans  with  considerable 
losses. 

A  German  battery  was  destroyed  by 
the  French  artillery  tire,  and  another 
was  captured,  with  three  machine  guns 
and  ammunition.  A  regiment  of  Ger- 
man cavalry  suffered  seriously.  Near 
Moncel  a  German  battalion  with  art'l- 
lery  was  repulsed.  The  German  losses 
are   said    to    have    been    heavy. 

The  village  of  I-agarde,  in  German 
territory,  was  taken  by  the  French  at 
the  point  of  the  bayonet. 

German  forces  appeared  at  Longwy 
and  demanded  the  surrender  of  the- 
town,    which    was    refused.

This  will 
bring  the  total  expenditure  on  the  huge 
block,  Which  will  occupy  practically  the 
entire  aid  of  a  property  having  a 
frontage  of  ;i00  feet  on  Bay  and  Field 
Streets,  as  well  as  a  considerable  front- 
age on  McBrlde  Avenue,  up  to  ?290,- 
000.  Work  will  he  started  on  the  ad- 
dition by  Parfitt  Bros.,  the  contractors, 
without  delay.  The  Armory,  ready  for 
the  housing  of  the  three  local  regi- 
ments, should  be  completed  early  nest 
year. 

Major  Ridgway  Wilson,  the  architect. 
stated  yesterday  that  splendid  progress 
was  being  made  on  the  building.  The 
installation  of  the  foundation  Is  well  in 
hand,  and  the  walls  have  been  erected 
one  story  high.  He  expressed  gratifica- 
tion that  instructions  had  been  re- 
ceived to  take  up  the  provision  of 
quarters  for  the  Highlanders  without 
delay.  It  would  mean  that  the  three 
local  corps,  -namaLy  the  ">th  Regiment, 
the  88th  fusilier*  and  the  60th  Regi- 
Of  Gordon  Highlanders,  would  l.e 
able  to  march  into  their  new  home  to- 
gether.

GERMANS  IN  LIEGE 

Allowed    to    Enter    City    by    Withdrawal 

of  Belgian  Troops  From  Spaces 

Between  Ports 

LONDON.  Aug.  11.— The  Standard's 
military  correspondent,  explaining  the 
situation  at  Liege,  says:  "The  with- 
drawal of  the  Belgian  mobile  defence 
left  open  all  the  spaces  between  the 
forts,  whereupon  it  became  easy  for  the 
Invaders  to  get  Into  the  town  by  taking 
advantage  of  the  woods  and  hlily 
grVund. 

"It  Is  unlikely  that  any  considerable 
portion  of  the  German  army  has  entered 
the  city.  .v.  few  hundred  men  would  be 
sufficient  to  k*ep  the  civil  population 
under  control,  and  It  would  be  an  act 
of  madness  for  the  German  commander 
to  pass  his  entire  force  Into  what  might 
prove  a  trap  without  an  exit. 

"The  fact  ,that  the  forts  have  not 
molested  the  Invader*  may  be  explained 
In  two"  ways,  namely:  It  may  be  that 
their  guns  cannot  be  trained  on  the 
town,  or.  which  is  more  likely,  that  the 
Belgians  are  unwilling  lo  risk  the 
destruction  of  their  fine  city  for  the 
sake  of  turning  out  the  enemy,  whoso 
occupation  matters  little  from  the  point 
of  view  of  the  Belgian  defence.  I  lege 
is  quite  useless'  to  the  Germans  so  lonj 
as  the  forts  bold  out."

Eye-Witness  Relates  Story  of 
Sinking  of  German  Assail- 
ant by  Cruiser  Birmingham 
— Accurate  Gunnery, 


KDIXBURGH.  Aug.  13.— The  Scots- 
man today  prints  the  story  of  an  eye- 
witness of  the  naval  battle  between 
British  cruisers  and  German  sub- 
marines In  which  the  submarine  U-1B 
was  lost. 

"The  cruiser  squadron  on  Sunday," 
the  story  runs,  "suddenly  becameaware 
of  the  approach  of  the  submarine  flo- 
tilla. 

"The  enemy  was  submerged,  only  the 
periscopes  showing  above  the  surface 
of  the  water.  The  attitude  of  the 
British  In  the  face  of  this  attack  was 
cool  and  the  enemy  was  utLarly  misled 
when  suddenly  the  cruiser  Birmingham, 
steaming  at  full  speed,  fired  the  first 
6hot.  This  was  carefully  aimed,  not 
at  the  submerged  body  of  the  submar- 
ine, but  at  the  thin  line  of  the  perl- 
scope.

"The  sightless  submarine  was  then 
forced  to  crime  to  the  surface,  where- 
upon a  Birmingham  gunner  fired  the 
second  shot  of  the  ftpht.

respective  armies  are  still  engaged  b*- 
ihlnd  these  covering  actions  In  the  work 
of  concentration  on  the  frontiers.

In  the  naval  sphere  there  Is  no  news 
except  a  report  thut  the  elusive  Ger- 
man cruisers  Goeben  and  Breslau  havo 
reached  th*  Dardanelles,  where,  in  ac- 
cordance with  international  law,  tbey 
will  be  dismantled  and  interned  until 
the  war  is  over.  Should  this  be  true, 
it  would  be  a  great  step  towards  the 
safety  of  British  and  French  shipping 
in    tho    Mediterranean. 

In  the  political  sphere  there  are  two 
interesting  items.  In  The  Cologne 
Gazette  Is  a  report  that  Rouinania  has 
joined  the  Triple  Alliance  and  will  in- 
vade Servia.  It  is  reported  from  Cet- 
tlnje  that  the  Servians  and  Montene- 
grins have  effected  a  Junction  at 
Plevlje  (Tashllja),  157  miles  from  Xovi 
Basear,  where  they  ar«  awaiting  the 
result  of  the  revolutionary  propaganda, 
which  they  hope  will  facilitate  their 
occupation  of  that  country. 

rrench    Fall    Back 

PARIS,  Aug.  11.— The  War  Office 
made  an  official  announcement  today 
to  the  effect  that  the  French  at  Muel- 
hausen  have  been  compelled  to  fall 
back  before  an  overwhelming  force  of 
Germans,  and  had  evacuated  Muelhau- 
Ben  and  were  holding  their  own  against 
the  Herman  advance.  Later  a  supple- 
mentary bulletin  was  issued  by  the  War 
Office  In  which  It  was  stated  that  the 
French  troops,  whom  General  Joffre 
had  placed  In  occupation  of  the  city  of 
Muelhausen  had  been  withdrawn  to  high 
ground  to  the  south  of  that  place,  and 
that  they  had  there  made  a  stand 
against  the  Germans,  who  were  attack- 
ing in  force,  and  had  repulsed  every  at- 
tempt  to   dislodge   them.

In  addition  to  the  ahock  he  must 
have  sustained  when  his  Bhlp  was 
blown  up,  he  has  left  Kngland  again  on 
active  service,  having  been  appointed 
to  a  command. 

The  survivors  of  the  British  cruiser 
Amphion,  which  waa  Wown  up  by  a 
German  mine,  say  that  hardly  had  tho 
ship  left  Harwich  when  they  were  or- 
dered to  clear  the  decks  for  action. 
They  had  sighted  the  Koenlgen  Lulse, 
the  mine  layer,  and  as  she  refused  to 
stop,  even  when  a  shot  was  fired  across 
her  boww,  they  gave  chase.  Tilt  Ger- 
man ship  fired,  and  then  the  destroyers 
surrounded  her  and  Bank  her  after  a 
brief    combined    bombardment. 

The  captain  of  the  Koenlgen  Hulse 
was  beside  himself  with  fury.  He  had 
a  revolver  in  his  hand  and  threatened 
his  men  as  they  prepared  to  surrender 
to  the  rescuing  ships.  He  flatly  re- 
fused to  give  himself  up,  and  was 
tak.n  by  force.  He  could  not  control 
himself,  and  as  he  was  being  taken 
away  from  here  to  the  military  prison, 
he  flung  his  bundle  Into  the  picket  boat 
with  a  gesture  of  angry  defiance.  His 
men  on  the  contrary,  appeared  to  he 
quite  contented.  They  laughed,  chatted 
and  smoked  whenever  they  got  a 
chance,  and  betrayed  eager  Interest  In 
all   things  English. 

Then  the  smoke  of  a  big  ship  was 
seen    on    the   horizon   and    the    Amphion 
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gave  chase,  firing  a.  warning  shot  as 
she  drew  near  the  vessel,  which  made 
known  her  identity  as  the  Harwich 
boat  St  Petersburg,  carrying  Prince 
Llchnowsky,  the  German  Ambassador, 
to   the  Hook  of  Holland. 

While  returning  to  port  came  the 
tragedy  of  the  Amphion.  As  she 
struck    the.  sunken    mine   she    gave    two 

plunging  jerks,  then  came  an  explosion 
which  ripped  up  her  forepart,  Shot  up 
her  funnels  like  arrows  from  a  bow  and 
lifted  her  heavy  guns  into  the  air.  The 
falling  material  struck  several  of  tiie 
boats  of  the  flotilla  and  injured  some 
of  the  men  aboard. 

The  Amphlon's  survivors  are  dread- 
fully burned  and  scalded  and  have 
marks  on  their  faces  and  bodies  which 
resemble   splashes  of  acid.

Reinforcements  for  the  French  are 
being  rushed  from  Belfort  and  across 
the  Vosges  mountains,  and  the  army  of 
the  Vosgcs,  It  Is  expected,  will  attack 
the  German  right  flank.  The  French 
line  of  retreat  is  covered,  and  the 
French  hold  the  passes  across  the  Vos- 
gcs  mountains. 

War  Office  officials  here  state  that

REPORTS  SEA  BATTLE 


Captain    of     Norwegian    Btesmsr     Says 

British   and  German  Cruisers 

Were  in  Combat 


BOSTON".  Aug.  11.— A  battle  at  sea 
between  a  British  cruiser  and  a  German 
cruiser,  about  250  miles  north  of  San 
Salvador,  was  reported  by  Captain 
Terjeson,  of  the  Norwegian  fruit 
steamer  Lovland,  which  arrived  tonight 
from  Banes,  Cuba.  The  German  war- 
ship finally  was  forced  to  flee,  before 
the  British  broadsides,  according  to  the 
captain,  who  said  several  shells  fell 
near   his   ship. 

The  battle,  he  reported,  occurred  oh 
Thursday  night  In  latitude  27  north, 
longitude  74  west,  and  heavy  firing  was 
in  progress  for  half  an  hour.  When 
the  German  cruiser  moved  away  the 
British  warship  gave  chase,  shelling 
the  fleeing  German  with  her  forward 
guns,  while  the  Germans  fired  their  aft 
batteries.  Whether  either  ship  was 
seriously  damaged  could  not  be  learned.

That  the  forces  arrayed  against 
Germany  are  overwhelmingly  superior, 
and  she  must  eventually  bo  borne  Under 
by  sheer  weight  of  onslaught,  is  the 
opinion  of  Lt.-Col.  Andrew  Haggard, 
D.  s.  o.,  who  spent  yesterday  in  the 
city,  having  come  down  from  Cowichan 
Lake    lor    a    brief    business    visit. 

Col.  Haggard,  In  a  survey  of  I  be 
alignment  of  forces  in  Europe,  spoke 
Interestingly  of  the  progress  of  the  war 
thus  far.  He  is  certain  thai  France 
will  this  time  give  a  far  different  ac- 
count of  herself  than  was  the  case  in 
the  Franco-Prussian  war.  Her  military 
organisation  today  is  minutely  superior 
to  what  it  was  In   1870. 

Col.  Haggard  was  privileged,  in  is":', 
shortly  after  he  entered  tin-  British 
army,  lo  Inspect  the  forts  which  had 
been  erected  by  France  along  her  border 
attfir  the  close  ,,r  the  war.  Even  then 
they  wars  splendid  for  the  purpose  of 
defence,  and  when  one  remembers  that 
they  have  beeh  immeasurably  strcngh- 
ened  and.  improved  since  that  date. 
It  will  be  understood  that  they  today 
present  an  almost  Impregnable  barrier 
to  tl.e  onslaughts   of  the  Germans. 

The  Germans,  being  Well  aware  of 
ib.'  strength  of  the  French  fortresses, 
essayed  fcrj  a  bold  coup  to  throw  th.  Ir 
armies  into  France  by  way  of  Luxem- 
burg and  Belgium.  They  have  i,em 
checked  at  T.lege  by  the  Belgians.  And 
a  further  and  more  seiimia  check  un- 
doubtedly awaits  them  on  the  soli  of 
Belgium,  now  that  both  France  and 
Great  Britain  have  thrown  armies  into 
that    Held   of  operations. 

COl.  Haggard  does  not  anticipate  that 
the  war  can  be  prolonged  to  any  great 
length,  if  Germany  falls  of  her  purpc 
to  make  a  serious  invasion  into  Um 
heart  ot  Franoe  it  would  not  be  .sur- 
prisiiiR,  in  his  judgment,  ir  the  i;.-r- 
mans  were  brought  to  their  knees  very 
quickly  through  the  inability  of  their 
generals  to  get  on  with  their  cam- 
paign.

Man  of  Forty-Nine  Covers 
Five  Miles  by  Varied  Meth- 
ods of  Locomotion  Well 
Within  an  Hour, 


From  England  comes  a  story  of  ft 
man  who  walked,  ran.  cycled,  rowed 
and  swam  five  distinct  miles  within  an 
hour.  This  unique  sporting  feat  was 
accomplished  on  July  23  when  Walter 
Brickett,  a  swimming  coach,  changing 
from  one  method  of  locomotion  to  the 
other,  without  rest,  covered  the  dis- 
tance  in   45    minutes.    19    1-5    seconds. 

The  following  account  was  given  in 
The    Sportsman: 

"Remarkable  public  Interest  Was 
taken  in  the  event,  and,  although  the 
notice  was  short,  there  were  fully  5,000 
people  at  Putney  to  witness  what  for 
a  man  of  forty-nine  years  turned  out 
to  be  a  wonderfully  good  sporting  feat. 
Brickett  beat  the  hour  easily,  and  in 
accomplishing  the  five  distances  In  4,". 
min.  19  1-5  sec.  had  14  min.  4a  4-5  sec 
to  spare.  As  la  shown  in  the  appended 
table,  the  intermediate  times  disclose 
nothing  remarkable,  but  one  has  to 
bear  In  mind  that  the  feats  are  con- 
secutive, and  allow  of  no  rest  in  be- 
tween. Such  a  performance  Is  more  a 
tribute  to  physical  fitness  than  any- 
thing else,  and  whilst  a  younger  man 
may  one  day  do  better,  It  will  be  some 
time  before  a  forty-nlne-year-old  man 
will.  Brickett.  who  is  about  live  feet 
four  Inches  high  and  weighed  eleven 
stone,  was  In  grand  condition. 
Made  Capital  Times 

"It  was  nearly  four  o'clock  when 
Brickett  went  up  to  the  mile  post,  It 
being  necessary  to  start  by  running 
to  Putney  in  order  to  enable  him  to 
row  and  swim  down  on  the  ebb  tide. 
Going  lo  the  aide  of  the  embankment 
at  the  mile  post,  where  there  Is  now 
a  stone  edge,  he  went  away  at  fair  heel 
and  toe,  followed  by  the  crowd,  rt  was 
not  easy  walking,  and  occasionally 
Brickett's  foot  came  down  on  pebbles, 
b«t  he  kept  going  at  ft  regular  pace  all 
the  way,  reaching  the  end  of  the  Ilrsl 
mile  oft  Kenil worth  Court  at  Putney 
in  10  min.  13  sec.  Immediately  he  had 
rounded  the  mark  P.1I1  kett  started  run- 
ning at  a.  good  pace,  and  in  completing 
the  return  journey  in  only  5  niln.  :i!( 
sec.  put  up  a  capital  performance.  lie 
was  blowing  hard  at  the  end  of  this 
mile,  but.  with  h  stoppage  of  only  H 
sec.  had  prepared  himself,  and  was  on 
his  bicycle  and  on  tho  way  to  Hammer- 
smith, the  mark  here  being  a  Quarter 
mile  above  tho  bridge.  Brickett  did  not 
spare     himself,     and     being     well     Inside

At  once  steadying  himself,  he 
progressed  with  nn  over-arm  side-stroke 
down  the  river,  followed  by  a  very  big 
CfOWd,  It  had  been  Intended  to  stop 
him  off  the  mark  at  which  he  finished 
his  road  work,  but  the  referee  in- 
structed   Hrickett    to   go   to   the   bridge —

for  a  mile  into  Putney.  The  fact  that 
land  and  water  distances  are  measured 
differently  had  h«w»n  overlooked,  but  the 
situation  was  saved.  Brickett  finished 
strong  and  well,  the  swim  having 
freshened    him    entirely."

personal  Interviews  with  German  pris- 
oners and  wounded  men  and  officers  on 
both  sides,  who  have  been  brought  to 
Brussels, 

lie  says  that  when  the  German  army 
lii  st  advanced  upon  Liege  the  officers 
believed  that  the  sole  task  before  them 
was  of  pouring  in  a  continuous  Are  that 
would  wipe  out  all  the  Belgian  op- 
position. Hut  with  the  men  in  tin- 
ranks  the  situation  was  otherwise.  The 
German  soldiers,  he  says,  were  gloomy 
and  bewildered.  They  had  no  wish  to 
be  at  the  front,  and  scarcely  realized 
why  they  werci  there.  They  already 
a<l  heard  terrible  tales  of  multitudes 
of  Cossacks  who  were  prepared  to 
enter  Germany  and  devour  It,  and  they 
were  frightened  at  the  prospect  of  war. 

"Incredible  as  It  may  seem,"  writes 
The  Times  correspondent,  "these  un- 
happy Germans  are  marched  straight  to 
death  almost  shoulder  to  shoulder,  the 
Napoleonic  tactics  of  the  sudden  ap- 
plication of  overwhelming  masses  of 
men  to  achieve  a  desired  victory  or 
reach  a  certain  objective  point  seemed 
to  have  Inspired  the  German  generals. 
Apparently  they  hoped  to  satisfy  the 
greed  of  the  guns  in  the  forts  by  a  holo- 
caust of   victims."

"In  view  of  the  methods  adopted  by 
Germany,  the  British  Admiralty  must 
hold  itself  fully  at  liberty  »'  to  adopt 
similar  measures  In  self-defence,  which 
must  inevltubly  increase  the  dangers  to 
navigation  in  the  North  Sea.  but  before 
doing  so  they  think  It  right  to  Issue 
this  warning  In  order  that  merchant 
ships  under  neutral  riags  trading  with 
North  Sea  ports  should  turn  back  be- 
fore entering  the  area  of  such  excep- 
tional danger." 


GUIS  VIEWS  ON  WAR 


Admiral  Mahan,  U.  S,  N,, 
Thinks  Germany  Has  Wan- 
tonly Provoked  European 
Conflagration, 


The   result   uf   this    policy,   lie    says, 

was  a  terrific  slaughter  among  the 
closely  concentrated  ranks  of  the  Ger- 
mans. According  to  some  accounts,  the 
men  were  actually  driven  forward  Ilka 
sheep  to  the  slaughter  by  their  officers.

When  the  mighty  fusllades  of  the 
Belgians  began  avenues  were  opened  up 
In  the  German  ranks,"  writes  the  cor- 
i'  spondent.

Quoting  a  wound- 
ed Belgian  soldier,  the  correspondent

But  still  the  Germans  were  pressed 
forward  by  their  officers  at  the  sword's 
point.  Detachment  after  detachment 
was  hurled  against  the  fortifications, 
only  to  recoil  broken  and  shattered 
from    the    fearful    fusUauics. 

Like  Cattle  to  Slaughter 

Yet  still  they  came,  more  and  still 
more  of  them,  like  oattle  ruthlessly  led 
to  'the  butcher  as  though  on  timetable 
schedule,  with  seemingly  no  provision 
made  for  any  change  of  plans  in  the 
event  of  a  check  on  the  German  ad- 
vance. Certainly,  the  Belgians  suffered 
heavily,  says  the  correspondent,  but 
such  injury  as  the  Germans  Inflicted 
upon  the  enemy  was  only  at  a  frightful 
sacrifice  to  their  own  numbers.  At  one 
of.  the  forts  the  German  troops  suc- 
ceeded In  gaining  a  footing  under  the 
muzzles  of  the  great  guns  and  hero 
they  believed  themselves  momentarily 
safe  from  the  massacre. 

It  actually  seems,"  writes  the  cor- 
respondent, recounting  his  conversation 
with  a  Belgian,  who  described  this' 
scene  to  him,  "that  both  officers  and 
men  had  no  realization  of  the  fact  that 
once  they  had  passed  from  the  danger 
zone  of  the  heavy  siege  guns  they  bad 
laid  themselves  open  to  the  fire  of  the 
machine  guns. 

"In  a  few  minutes  the  place  was 
swept  clean  of  living  beings,  and  its 
green  turf  was  reddened  with  the 
slaughter  of  piles  upon  piles  of  Ger- 
mans. 

'All  this  time  the  men  concealed  in 
the  Belgian  trenches  were  anxious  to 
be  up  and  at  the  enemy."  says  the  cor- 
respondent, "but  they  were  held  back 
till  the  Germans  wore  almost  in  touch 
with  them.  Much  of  the  rllle  firing  took 
place  at  about  fifty  yards  range,  but 
even  this  was  not  close  enough,  and 
presently  the  Belgians,  with  rixocl 
bayonets,  threw  themselves  upon  the 
disorganized  Germans,  who  had  boon 
pushed  right  up  against  them."

erage  Briton  is  in  nothing  more  com 
pletely  exemplified  than  in  his  attitude 
towards  food,  says  The  Londan  Times 
In  a  recent  issue.  Of  recent  years, 
however,  there  has  been  a  notable  and 
welcome  tendency  towards  a  greater 
variety  in  diet,  and  this  is  especially 
apparent  in  the  increasing  appreciation 
of   fish. 

This  has  had  the  effect  of  bringing 
into  the  market  classes  of  fish  which 
were  formerly  ignored.  An  authority 
in  Close  touch  with  the  Grimsby  fish- 
ing interests  has  recently  pointed  out 
tlat  fish  which  ten  years  or  more  ago 
were  consdicred  of  little  or  no  value 
now  constitute  the  more  valuable  part 
of  a  trawler's  catch.  About  a  score  of 
years  ago  sole,  turbot.  brill  and  plaice 
wt  re  the  only  part  of  the  catch  that  the 
public  wanted.  They  were  the  "top- 
side" fish  on  the  pontoons  and  formed 
the  staple  of  the  Grimsby  trade.  To- 
day this  is  completely  changed.  Had- 
dock, skate,  whiting  and  cod  have  come 
into  the  market,  and  it  is  on  this  "bot- 
tom-side" fish  that  the  prosperity  of 
the  industry  is  now  based.  The  last 
few  years  has  also  witnessed  a  demand 
for  catfish,  and  still  more  recently  dog- 
fish has  become  a  marketable  fish,  and 
is  bought  by  the  poor.  At  the.  same 
time,  closer  attention  has  been  given  to 
the  means  of  getting  fish  to  market, 
and  considerable  improvement  has  been 
made  in  the  method  of  icing.  Side  by 
side  with  this  there  has  been  a  revolu- 
tion In  the  great  herring  industry,  ow- 
ing to  the  introduction  of  steam,  drift- 
ers, which  enable  the  hauls  to  be  more 
quickly   landed. 

There  are  several  reasons  for  this 
fuller  appreciation  of  the  value  of  fish. 
Some  credit  must  be  given  to  the  res- 
taurants and  hotels,  which  place  on 
their  menus  a  variety  of  choice  which 
was  unknown  a  few  years  ago,  and 
which  incidentally  shows  the  housewife 
how  wide  Is  the  range  of  selection. 
Since  Voltaire  gibed  at  England  as  a 
country  with  one  sauce  we  have  dis- 
covered the  value  of  sauces,  which  un- 
doubtedly bring  out  the  flavor  of  fish, 
and  this  Is  possibly  a  contrlbutary 
factor  to  the  demand.  Again,  the 
classes  which  can  afford  animal  food 
have  been  considerably  augmented  dur- 
ing the  last  fifty  years.  But  one  may 
at  least  hope  that  a  large  part  of  the 
demand  is  due  to  the  better  under- 
standing of  food  values.  Bulk  for  bulk 
fish  contains  less  proteid  than  lean 
meat,  but  the  cheapness  of  fish  ss  com- 
pared with  meat  counterweighs  this 
deficiency,  so  that,  cost  for  cost,  the 
nutritive  value  or  tish  is  higher.  In- 
deed, the  cheaper  varieties  of  the  fat 
Babes — herrings  and  mackerel  for  ex- 
ample— are  said  to  offer  most  nutri- 
ment  for   any    given   sum. 

"The  despised  bloater,"  says  Dr. 
Kobert  Hutchinson,  quoting  with  ap- 
proval the  opinion  of  another  Investi- 
gator, "offers  the  largest  amount  of 
nutriment  for  any  given  sum  of  animal 
food."  In  addition  to  the  virtue  or 
cheapness,  fish,  and  particularly  white 
fish,  have  the  merit  of  easy  digestibility. 
an. I  are  in  that  respect  superior  to 
meat.  Thus  the  whiting,  a  fish  of  short 
fibre,  has  been  called  the  "chicken  of 
the  sea,"  and  is  recommended  to  the 
dyspeptic

Italy  inuat  take 
this  step,  he  said,  and  hold  the  Aus- 
trians  in  check  for  the  salvation  of  the 
Balkans,  which  are  already  threatened 
by  Turkey,  and  sure  to  be  the  prey  of 
the  Turks  unless  the  Austrian  navy  can 
be  kept  from   the  shores  of  Greece. 

Admiral  Mahan  regards  the  present 
war  as  one  of  calculated  aggressiveness 
by  Germany  and  an  Inexcusable  act.  He 
ventured  the  opinion  that  the  absence 
of  the  German  Emperor  from  Berlin  at 
the  time  of  the  Austrian  ultimatum  to 
Servla  was  an  act  cleverly  designed  to 
deceive.  The  admiral  also  gave  several 
Important  opinions  upon  the  probable 
strategy  of  the  naval  powers  of  the 
nations.      Te    said:. 

"The  aggressive  insolence  of  Aus- 
tria's ultimatum  to  Servia.  taken  with 
the  concession  by  the  latter  of  all  the 
demands  except  those  too  humiliating 
for  national  self-respect,  indicate  that 
the  real  cause  of  the  war  is  other  than 
set   forth   by   the   ultimatum.

"The  cause  of  this  predetermination 
is  to  be  found  in  the  growing  strength 
of  Russia  on  recovering  from  its  war 
with  Japan.  With  the  known  deft- 
clenccs  of  French  armaments,  which 
were  recently  admitted,  the  moment 
was  auspicious  for  striking  down 
France  and  Russia  before  they  regained 
strength.  The  motives  are  to  be  found 
in  Austria's  apprehension  of  the  grow- 
ing Slav  power  in  the  South  and  that  of 
Germany  concerning  Russia  on  the 
East. 

"Germany's  procedure  Is  to  over- 
whelm at  once  by  concentrated  pre- 
paration and  Impetuous  momentum.  If 
it  falls  In  this  it  is  less  able  to  sus- 
tain prolonged  aggression,  as  was  in- 
dicated in  the  Franco-Prussian  war 
during  and   after    the   siege    of   Paris. 

"The  British  fleet,  which  is  superior 
to  thrft  of  Germany,  has  the  power  to 
prevent  all  commerce  undor  the  German 
flag.  and.  by  blockade,  to  close  against 
neutrals  all  the  rivers  properly  German 
except  those  emptying  into  the  Baltic. 
The  British  fleet  is  not  -strong  enough 
to  provide  for  blockade  in  both  Baltic 
and  North  Seas.  The  Rhine,  emptying; 
through  neutral  Holland,  cannot  be 
blockaded. 

"If  the  fii'Bt  German  rush  proves  In- 
decisive pr  prolonged,  the  financial  pres- 
sure thus  in  the  power  of  Great  Britain 
may  determine  the  issue  or  may  force 
the  German  fleet  to  flight,  in  which  case 
the  issues  will  vbe  determined  by  battle. 

"If  Germany  succeeds  in  downing  both 
France  and  Russia,  tt  gains  a  respite  by 
land  which  may  enable  it  to  build  up  its 
sea  force  equal  or  superior  to  that  of 
Great  Britain. 

"In  that  case,  the  world  will  be  con- 
fronted by  the  naval  power  of  a  state 
not,  Jike  Great  Britain,  sated  with  terri- 
tory, but  One  eager  and  ambitious  for 
expansion,  eager  also  for  influence.  This 
consideration  may  well  affect  American 
sympathies. 

"In  my  judgment,  a  right  appreciation 
6t  the  situation  should  determine  Great 
Britain  to  declare  war  at  once;  other- 
wise its  entente  engagements,  whatever 
the  letter,  will  be  In  spirit  violated,  ind 
It  will  earn  the  entire  distrust  oi  si] 
probable  future  allies. 

"Italy  likewise  owes  it  to  itself  to  de- 
clare war  against  its  recent  allies. 

"Undoubtedly,  the  North  .Sea  will  be 
the  theatre  of  the  naval  battles.  The 
German  fleet,  so  far  as  we  know, 
steamed  immediately  from  Kiel  to  tin- 
North  Sea,  ready  to  strike.  We  ma>-  r\- 
peet  any  minute,  apparently,  to  g<>t 
word  of  a  great  engagement,  and  should 
expect  the  British  fleet  to  win.

purely  Canadian  issues,  such  as  would 
in  time  be  obliged  to  suffer  more  or 
less  along  with  the  rest. 

In  the  West,  where  business  inter- 
ests are  rather  closely  woven  up  with 
the  wheat  crop,  there  seems  to  have 
been  some  disposition  to  view  the  war 
as  a  "bull  card"  on  general  business,  on 
account  of  the  increased  aums  which 
would  be  received  'by  formers  and  grain 
dealers  for  their  food  stuffs,  says  The 
Financial  Times  of  Montreal.  Such 
ideas  were  severely  scouted  In  Mont- 
real, where  the  position  of  Canada  as  a 
borrowing  nation  is  realized.  On  the 
other  hand,  there  was  much  room  for 
satisfaction  in  the  .strong  i>ositton  of 
the  banks  as  a  result  of  the  persistent 
liquidation  and  the  Increase  of  cash 
reserves  during  the  last  year. 

The  Canadian  gold  holdings,  , in  com- 
mon with  those  of  the  United  States, 
would  evidently  be  drawn  upon  some- 
what heavily  In  order  to  pay  for 
securities  sold  back  to  this  side;  but' 
those  gold  holdings  are  well  able  to 
stand  a  considerable  strain,  especially 
as,  in  view  of  the  lively  demand  and 
high  priced  for  export  wheat,  the  com- 
ing wheat  crop  will  probably  be  turned 
into  cash  as  promptly  as  was  that  of 
last  year,  thus  greatly  shortening  and 
mitigating  the  strain  on  the  financial 
fabric  of  the  country  for  purposes  of 
crop-moving. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  In  the  long 
run  the  war — even  so  much  of  it  as  is 
already  a  certainty — will  tend  to  the 
stimulating  of  Canadian  trade  and  In- 
dustry. The  advance  in  wheat  prices 
comes  at  a  particularly  good  time,  and 
will  immensely  enhance  the  purchasing 
power  of  the  agricultural  community. 
which  enhancement  will  in  turn  bo  re- 
flected by  increased  activity  In  all 
classes  of  industry.  The  withdrawal  of 
loreisn  reservists  now  sojournt-ig  in 
Canada  will  tend  to  relieve  the  labor 
situation.  Finally,  if  the  war  Is  pro- 
longed as  to  affect  seriously  the  pro- 
ductive capacity  of  any  of  the  Kuropear, 
countries,  it  may  enlarge  the  export 
opportunities  of  some  of  our  own 
manufacturers;  while  it  win  have  a 
dire,  tly  beneficial  effect  upon  one  of 
our  chief  exporting  and  domestic  in- 
dustries,   that   of  news   print.
